FROM THE 
PASTOR’S DESK 

On this Good Shepherd Sunday, we celebrate World 
Day of Prayer for Vocations. Pray for an increase in 
vocations to the priesthood, diaconate, and religious 
life, that God will raise up good shepherds in our 
midst. (John 10:27-30) 

SPARKS FROM MARK: 

As we enter the Good Friday Liturgy we are 
reminded to that the Church, in this sense, 
our worshipping space, is fasting as well. 
The Church environment is bare and very 
simple, calling us to enter and encounter the 
passion of Christ with out distractions. 

The liturgy begins with silence 
and spoken prayer, followed by the liturgy 
of the Word; scripture, silence, psalmody, 
scripture, silence, gospel acclamation, the 
proclamation of the passion, homily, and 
more elaborate form of he intercessions. 


The cross is then carried solemnly in 
procession and then is venerated by all. The 
liturgy concludes with the simplest of 
communion service and the liturgy ends, as 
it begins in silence. 

Remember the liturgies of 
“Triduum” or “The Three Days” are really 
one liturgy beginning with Mass of the 
Lord’s Supper on Holy Thursday and ending 
with the great Easter Vigil on Holy 
Saturday. 

One of the things that I look 
forward to in the Good Friday Liturgy is the 
Veneration of the Cross. To spend sometime 
at the foot of the cross in sorrow, knowing to 
that my sinfulness put Jesus there and yet at 
the same time in thankfulness for Jesus 
offering his life for the salvation of the 

The Sourcebook for Sundays s 
and Season put out by Liturgy Training 
Publications suggests as away to venerate 
the Cross is in bare feet or stocking feet. “A 
beautiful, powerful gesture on this day is for 
all ministers-indeed, all the people-to come 
to the cross barefoot or in stocking feet. It 
calls to mind several images: Isn't the holy 
cross like the burning bush" Isn't this place 
holy ground? We read in the powerful words 
of Song of Songs, "We have removed our 
shoes and washed our feet, a preparation for 
entering our bath of baptism".
